As in previous years, a mini- 
course program was offered during 
part of January. The main goals of 
mini-courses were to broaden the 
curriculum in interesting and worth- 
while ways, to provide time for 
independent study, and to help 
increase coordination between 
Pem-Day and Sunset.
